boyfriend that got me into knitting. He 
surprised me with a copy of Aneeta Patel’s 
Kn/tty Gnttyon my birthday, which is such 
a good beginner's book, I got myself a pair 
I of 15mm needles, some Rowan Big Wool and 
o made a chunky scarf. I gave it to my mum and 
s she still wears it today wonkv tension and all!

g By the time I’d finished that first wonky scarf 
£ 1 had fallen in love with the uniquely tactile 



nature of knitting, I read every book and 
blog I could find and spent hours glued to 
You'fube honing my skills and learning from 
mistakes, I really wanted to understand how 
things were constructed and what different 
techniques could be used for. That quizzical 
approach led me to start workingon my own 
patterns and in 2010 1 created my first bow 
jewellery collection. 1 thought they were so 
cute I’d try selling them online, and luckily 
some other people thought they were cute 
too! [ wouldn't say it was easy, as such it was 
a very gradual process and I spent a lot of 
time reading about how to sell online, such as 
tips for pricing and photography, I just kept 
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and colon rFul with clean lines and good visible 
stitch definition, I do try to design my pieces 
to be practical and easy to wear as well. 

What's your tip for using up leftover yarn? 

1 like to ball up my smaller sc raps of yarn in a 
bowl and use them to swatch out new ideas 
and techniques, or as stitch holders in a big 
project. There are quite a Few good scrap- 
busters in Kn/ttmgSm/tten, such as the pom- 
pom necklace or hedgehog paperweight. 

Where's your favourite place to knit? 

A really big sunny window seat in my flat 
is becoming my Favourite place to kn it, 
especially as the weather Is starting to 
improve. If not there, then curled up on top 
of the bed with a good film playing in front of 
me. [f I need to concentrate on pattern maths 
or charting, though, ['ll sit at my desk in the 
studio where 1 can Focus a little better. 

What personal attributes do you think it's 
important to have as a knitwear designer? 

I'd say passion is key first and Foremost. It’s 
important to have that drive and enthusiasm 
for your craft and to know that, even on the 
harder days, you are doing something that 
you love. Good organisational skills are handy, 
too! I’here are a lot of elements to juggle when 
creating and running a business full time, so 
having an organ ised work space and schedule 




will make everything that little bit easier. I 
also think it's great to have an open mind 
creatively and to not allow anything to restrict 
your Imagination, Have the ideas first, and 
then figure out how to make them work! 

What's next for you? 

At the moment I'm working on a few patterns 
that have been hiding in my sketchbook for a 
while, I'm excited to finish those off and 
release them into the wild! I'm also working on 
developing the tutorial video series that I've 
been compiling on my blog to accompany 
some of the techniques in my book, fd love to 
transition this idea into teaching lessons, or 
workshops in the future.

CUSHION COVER 



Using Grey, cast on 72 sts. 

Begin K1, PI ribbing as follows: 

Rib row 1 : *K1 , PI ; rep from * to end. 
Repeat last row eight times more (a total of 
nine rib rows have been worked). 



Beg working in st st as follows: 
Row 1 (RS): Knit 
Row 2 (WS): Purl. 



Repeat the last two rows until your work 
measures 80cm or 31 Viin from the cast-on 



edge, ending with a purl (WS) row. 

Next row (RS): *K1, PI; rep from * to end. 
Work three rows more in K1, PI ribbing as 
set, so ending with a WS row. 



BUTTONHOLES 

Keeping the rib correct as set, work 
buttonholes over next two rows as follows 
(see Work the Buttonholes): 



Buttonhole row 1(RS): Rib 15 sts, cast off 
next 4 sts, *work in rib until there are 1 5 sts 
on right needle after last castoff, cast off 
next 4 sts; rep from * once more, rib to the 
end of the row. 

Buttonhole row 2: Keeping rib correct as 
set, *rib 15 sts, turn work, cast on 4 sts onto 
the left needle using the knit cast-on, turn 
work: rep from * twice more, rib to the end 
of the row. 

Work three rows more in rib. Cast off. 

WORK THE BUTTONHOLES 

On the first buttonhole row, work in rib to 
the position of the buttonhole and then cast 
off the next 4 sts in the usual way. 

Repeat these steps for each subsequent 
buttonhole and then work in rib to the end 
of the row. 

On the second buttonhole row, work in rib 



FLAMINGO CUSHION 



to the cast-off stitches and then cast on the 
same number of stitches using either the 
knit cast-on method or the single cast-on 
method. 

To work the single cast-on method, wrap the 
working yarn around your left thumb from 
front to back and secure it in your palm with

Insert the needle upwards through the 
strand on your thumb. Slip this loop from 
your thumb onto the needle, pulling the 
yarn to tighten it. 

If using the single cast-on method, on the 
next row knit into the back of the cast-on 
stitches to tighten them. 



TO BLOCK THE CUSHION COVER 

Weave in any stray yarn ends. As stocking 
stitch curls at the edges, it is essential to 
wet block the cushion cover to the correct 
measurements before adding the flamingo. 
This helps to smooth out and set the 
stitches, creating a flawless fabric. Submerge 
the entire piece in a shallow bath of tepid 
water. Let it soak for a few minutes unti 
wet th rough. Carefully lift it from the water 
supporting the entire weight, so as not to 
stretch it. Squeeze out the excess water 
without wringing or twisting and place the 
knitting on a dry towel. Bring together the 
edges of the towel and press out as much 

moisture as possible. Now lay out a clean, 

dry bath towel on a flat surface. Place the 
knitting on this towel and pin it to a width of 



40cm or 1 5^in and a length of 84cm or 33in, 
Leave it to dry. 



SEW THE SIDE SEAMS 

Once the work is completely dry, wrap it 
right side out around the cushion pad with 
the ribbed edges overlapping. Pin the 
folded sides loosely to create a square, and 
mark where you will need to sew, ensuring 
the stitches line up with the corresponding 
row. Using mattress stitch, sew each side 
seam. 



ADD THE FLAMINGO MOTIF 

Make sure the button band is the correct 

way up before starting the colour chart. The 

full chart is 24 sts wide and 55 sts tall. You 
may like to use four lengths of scrap yarn 
to mark the boundaries as you position it 
centrally on the front of the cushion. 

Each square on the chart represents a 
stitch on the knitting. The flamingo is 
embroidered in Rose, White and Black as 
shown on the chart on page 28. 

To work the duplicate stitch, first thread 
the yarn onto a blunt-tipped yarn needle. 
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FLAMINGO CUSHION 



Bring the yarn out, from back to front 

the knitting, at the bottorn of the 
stitch to be covered, 




O Insert the needle at the top of the knitted 



stitch from right to left under the two legs' 
of the knit stitch above, 

© Reinsert the needle at the base of the 
stitch being covered to complete the first 
duplicate stitch. 

© Contini le covering stitches along the row 
in the same way, working across the row 
from left to right.

HOW TO 




Making motifs in your knitting is straightforward with 
some simple techniques Judy explains how 



ven the most experienced of knitters may shudder at the thought 
of intarsia, the technique used to knit motirs into fabric. If done 
incorrectly your finished project may have wonky stitches, puckered 
fabric and gaping holes rather than smooth knitting gliding seamlessly 
into punchy motifs. However, it doesn't have to be this way. We're using Sian 
Brown's star sweater as an example to help you get to grips with it... 








Small butterflies or 
bobbins of yarn will help 
you get a great finish 




GETTING 

STARTED 



Intarsia describes isolated motifs, worked in 
separate lengths of yarn, usually on a plain 
background, Using separate lengths of yarn 
allows you to knit small or large motifs -this 
is shown to great effect in Sian Brown's Star 
Jumper on pages 33 to 37 which will be our 
example to work from. 



So, how do you start to knit this pi 



,7 



1 Read the pattern 

Read It right through to get a feet for the 
overall design, then look at the charts to see 
how many stitches the motifs are at their 

widest and how far apart they are spaced. 
This will suggest how the background and 
contrast yarns should be handled. 

2 Decide howto handle the background 
Should the background yarn be stranded 
across the back of each motif, woven in or 
should you use a separate ball either side of 




the star motif? The last option is only really 
for very large motifs. Joining in yarns creates 
ends to be darned in - danger points for 
making your finished garment uneven - so 
keep ends to a minimum. 

Sian's stars are relatively sma 
spaced well apart, so using separate balls of 
background yarn is unnecessary, but should 
you weave or strand the yarn across the back 
of the work? Try out both on your tension 
swatch to see which works better for you and 
the yarn being used. Weaving in makes the 
fabric stiffen and the woven yarn can show 
on the right side of the work. However, the 
wrong side is free of loose strands. 

On the other hand, stranding keeps the 
softness and flexibility of the fabric but you 
risk puckering if you pull the carried strand 
too tight. Also, there will be loose strands 
of yarn - called floats - on the wrong side of 
the knitting. These can easily get caught on 
jewellery or little fingers in children's clothing. 
These loose strands can be reduced by 
catching them in an occasional stitch near the 
midpoint of the motif, 

3 Butterflies or bobbins? 



The contrast yarns stay tidily at the back 
of work on comrnerdally available plastic 
bobbins, hand-wound butterflies (see 
image left) or, if only a few stitches are being 
worked, just a length of yarn. Bobbins have 
the advantage of being easily rewound but 
bring some extra weight with the plastic of 
the bobbin. Butterflies hold the yarn better 
than bobbins when there is only a small 
amount but are tricky to rewind if you pull 
out too much. Excess yarn In your bobbin/ 
butterfly is better than too little - it's realty 
tedious to have to join another end of yarn 
just because you ran out. Two more tips - 
don't unwind the bobbins/butterflies more 
than necessary to keep them fairly close to 
your knitting and, at the end of each row, 
untangle anything that has become twisted. 
Any undue tugging on your work risks making 
it uneven. 

4 Swatch 

Making a tension swatch over intarsia is 
essential. It also helps you to check things out 
and gives you an Idea of how much contrast 
to wind for each star. 



The swatch should be at least 10cm in both 



directions and include a good background/ 
intarsia balance-stitches 7 to 42, and rows 5 
to 44 of the Body Chart (see page 37) would 
make a good swatch. For comparison, the 
background of the f rst star on 
the swatch (see image left] Is 
worked using stranding, the 
second by weaving. 
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Start by winding two butterflies in contrast 
yarn for each star, I prefer to work lower 'legs 
of a motif separately to avoid stranding or 



weaving the background yarn in the area 
between them, which can alter the fabric's 
appearance. 



How to make the sample swatch 

Wind two bobbins/butterflies in contrast yarn, 
Using 4mm needles and main colour, cast on 
36 stitches. 

Following sts 7 to 42, and rows 5 to 44 of Body 
Chart (see page 37) and starting with a knit 
row, work three rows in st st. 

The intarsia starts on the next WS row 



O Intarsla row 1 (WS): Purl up to the yarn 
change, drop the main yarn. 



Pick up the main yarn, take it over the top of 
the contrast, purl to end. 



Intarsia row 2 (RS): With main

Gently pull on cut ends of bobbins 1 
and 2 to tighten the first sts.

® Lower main yarn back to its usual position 
and knit the remaining three contrast sts all 
with bobbin 2. The star can now be finished 
with this bobbin and bobbin 1 can be cut off 
but leave about a 10cm or 4ir tail. 

Drop bobbin, pick up main yarn from 
underneath contrast as usual and K to end.

Work the next four rows in the same way, 
catching in the main yarn float approximately 
every 4 to 5 sts. The 11th intarsia row is the 
first time we meet a long float in the contrast 

yarn. Since here it is only 4sts, it can be left as 
a float, but my preference is to weave it in. 



WEAVING IN A FLOAT 



Intarsia row 1 1 (WS) Purl up to the first 
contrast st on the previous row, purl the next st 
in main, 

® Drop main and pick up the contrast from 
underneath the main yarn to purl the stitch, 
pulling contrast very gently to tighten previous 
contrast st. 



® Take contrast over the top of main and hold 
in LH down towards you. Purl next st in main. 
Raise contrast yam away from you with left 



hand, purl next st in main. 

Bring contrast back down towards you. Purl 
next st in main. 



Transfer main yarn to left hand, pick up 
contrast in right hand. 

® Purl three stitches in contrast. 



Transfer main yarn to right hand, drop contrast, 
purl to end in main. 



The remaining three rows are worked in 
the same way as the 'legs' of the star 1 2th 
row - knit up to the change in yam, pick 
up the contrast from under the main, knit 



three stitches in contrast, change to main, 
remembering to cany it over the top of the 
contrast, knit to the end of the row. 



Intarsia row 1 3 (WS): Purl up to change in 
yarn, pick up the contrast from under the main, 
PI in contrast, change to main, remembering 
to pick it up from under the contrast, P to end. 



Intarsia row 14 (RS) Knit up to change in yarn, 
pick up the contrast from under the main, 
knit one stitch in contrast, change to main, 
remembering to pick it up from under the 
contrast, knit to end. 



Cut off the bobbin leaving about a 10cm or 4in 
tail. Check over your work so far to make sure it 
is lying reasonably flat. Careful blocking should 
sort out any minor wrinkles 



The second star is worked with the woven in 
method. To do this you'll work every stitch as

HOW TO 








The first four or five intarsia rows are worked 
the same way as the stranded method, 
Weaving in really only starts once there are 
at least three stitches in the contrast yarn. 
From the sixth intarsia row 
weaving in method. This is as for steps 13 to 
15, but you are weaving in on each stitch, and 
working on the knit, rather than the purl side. 
The seventh row is worked as for steps 13 to 
15, but you are weaving in on each stitch, and 
working on the knit side. 

Whatever position the main yarn is in at the 
end of the weaving - up or down - drop the 
contrast and always pick up the main from 
underneath so it runs over the top of the 
contrast. On the next row, always pick up the 
contrast from underneath the main, that way 
you'll always be sure you've twisted the yarns 
around each other at each join. 

The next seven rows can be worked 



weaving in every stitch as just described, while 



the remaining two rows are simply stranded. 
In time you will develop your preferred way of 
holding the yarns but basically you are raising 
the yarn not in use, knitting or purling the 



next stitch, then lowering the yarn not in use, 
knitting or purling the next stitch - so modify 



this method to suit you, The important thing 



is to keep the right tension, so that from the 
right side you do not see the woven yarn and 
you don't pucker your work. 



EXAMINE THE SWATCH 

Now your swatch is finished, check your 
tension against the pattern. Too loose is 
better than tight - it is much easier to ease 
down to a measurement than to stretch 
intarsia to fit. Any imperfections will almost 
certainly show up if the fabric is stretched out. 
Go up a needle size if necessary. 

Keeping intarsia neat 

Once your garment is underway, check 



periodically that you are keeping a nice, even 
tension and that you haven't over-tightened 
any yarns and puckered your work. 

Finishing tricks 

When a piece is complete, before blocking, 
examine the right side to look for loose or 
squint stitches (see below). 



Loose stitches 

On the wrong side, gently pull up the cut 
ends to tighten the first and last stitches. 

Use the tip of a finer knitting needle to 
gently tug out any other loose stitches. Keep 
flipping from the right side to the wrong side, 
checking and easing out the loose stitch until 
it is even. 

Squint stitches 

Correct squint stitches - where one 'leg' of 
the stitch is longer than the other - on the RS 
by inserting the tip of a fire knitting needle 
under the shorter leg' and gently pulling until 
it is even. 

Swiss darning 

If you spot a mistake, don't panic = try Swiss 
darning with the correct shade of yarn over 
the affected stitches. 



Darning in ends 

Keep working away at tightening up or 
straightening until you are quite happy, 
then darn in the loose yarn ends. You can, 
of course, darn in the ends as you knit, but I 
prefer leaving it until the end and then laying 
the piece of knitting out flat to take a really 
good look at it. 

Choose as fine a tapestry needle as you 
can which will still allow you to thread through 
the yarn comfortably. Sew in the ends on the 
wrong side, working in the direction which 
tightens any gaps rather than opens them 
up and staying within that yarn shade. Avoid 



tugging too hard and distorting your work 
and don't create any knots. Trim away any 
excess leaving about 0.5cm or ’Ain to avoid 
the yarn unravelling. Pin out to the correct 
measurements, make a final check and gently 
press or steam. 



Taking it to the next level 

For more complicated designs, it helps 
to spend some time studying the motif to 
see bow you can minimise the yarn ends to 
reduce any bulky sewing in. For example, 
if the design has a U shape where one 'leg' 
has only a few stitches, try leaving a long tail 
to work these stitches rather than starting 
a new bobbin. Also, it's important to look 
ahead to the next line of the motif to see if it 
would help to carry the contrast yarn, either 
by stranding or weaving in, to a point beyond 
where you have just finished, in readiness for 
working the next row. 

Often a combination of stranded Fair 
Isle — which traditionally uses only two yarns 
in any one row - and intarsia techniques are 
the most successful, and it is certainly worth 
learning to work holding two yarns at a time 
as this really helps to keep tension even. 



Yarn choice 

Some yarns, such as 100% silk, cotton or 
alpaca can be very unforgiving for intarsia, 
and you may wish to avoid any weaving 
in - especially as some yarn combinations 

. Long floats will be 

unavoidable, though. 

Stabilising long floats 

Catch in when sewing in the loose ends 
during the finishing process, but avoid sewing 
too much in one area. Alternatively, if the 
same yarn is used on the following row, look 
to see if the motif will all ow you to knit the 
float in on that row - but allow sufficient yarn 
in the float for this. ^
